The handling of the case also sup- 
ports the contention that the Federa- 
tion’s commissars are ‘totally incapable 
of administering the sport according 
to either the local or the international 
laws of Soccer. ’ 

According to what I have been told 
by all concerned, the Austria Soccer 
Club has never denied that referee 
McGee was assaulted in the dressing 
room. However, the charge against one 
of the club’s players was dismissed by 
the Disciplinary Committee as not 
proven. 


Conflicting evidence at both an orig- 
inal hearing and a re-hearing apparently 

sconvinced the Committee that this was 
@ case. of mistaken identity and that 
to convict the player charged, and im» 
pose the automatic penalty of what is 
virtually a life suspension, could involve 
@ serious injustice. 

But what about the clubs involved? 
Nobedy, including Austria, has ever 
denied that McGee was struck. “It 
has merely been denied that the 
player charged was the culprit. And 
since the Federation is directly re- 
sponsible for the conduct of the sport, 
it should have charged two clubs, 
Austria and Frankston, with respons- 
ibility for the alleged- assault. 

Frankston was the home club and, 
under international law, was respon- 
sible for the welfare of. the referee 
before, during, and after the match. 
And from the evidence, it seems quite 
Possible that an Austria player, official, 
Or supporter was the actual culprit. 
The hearing of these charges would pin 
the blame on one club or the other 
and lead to suitable penalties. 

Will the Federation accept its re- 
sponsibility in this matter? Probably 
not! If it acts as it has repeatedly done 
in the past, it will sweep this mess 
under the rug in its usual weak-gutted, 
irresponsible, anarchistic manner.

Triestina have spent two eventful years in State League: + 


—and now it’s back to the First Division. 


Despite their fighting spirit and determina- 
tion, it was obvious from the start of the 
season that Triestina lacked the one thing 
that matters most in Soccer — class. 

Instability in their official set-up was also 
a stumbling block to the progress of the 
elub. Often only the heroic single-handed 
efforts of club president, Bruno Tessari, 
carried them through. 

The club was in trouble before the half- 
way mark of the season when the centre 
half, Del Fabro, was ordered off in the 
JU.S.T. game. Officials decided after the 
rejection of an appeal on behalf of Del 
Fabro that they would not take the field 
in the match against Hakoah. 

But the good sense and reason of Tessari 
alone saved the club from almost certain 
expulsion from the league. He persuaded 
his side to go out against Hakoah. 

Triestina were promoted to the State 

League in 1964 after topping the First 

Division South. They made a reasonable 

a considering the class of players they 

ad, 


But, although they finished that season 
with 15 points, six more than the relegated 
Alexander, they could only finish on second 
bottom placing. They lost a jump up the 
tadder. by finishing with an inferior goal 
average to Lions. 

They realised the writing was on the wall 
for the following season unless they’ made 
dramatic team changes and brought in new 
blood. But they made a mistake in hur- 
riedly collecting a bunch of discards from 
other State League sides, paying through the 
nose in the process. 

After collecting a not too-impressive tally 
of four points from their first seven games, 
it was an endless struggle for the rest of the 
leegue program. 

And: in the remaining 15 games they mana- 
ged to collect only two points from two 
drawn games to finish two points below 
Lions. 

Triestina lost five games by the odd 
goal, to Polonia, Juventus, Lions, -U.S.T. 
and Slavia. A little luck in a-couple of 
those matches could have saved their State. 
League status. ; 3 

But it was not to be, and Triestina must 
prepare themselves for at least one season 
in the First Division.

Kovach — are at last doing something. 

Y’ve knocked the Federation for its lack of drive 
to promote the game in the past but now I take 
off my hat to them because I believe they realise 
how serious the Soccer situation ig in Victoria. 
And serious it is. We 


"gate" figures for Olym- 
pic Park this season to 
ee how Soccer is los- 
ing popularity. 

It’s the same story in 
Sydney, so Victoria 
can't take ali the blame. 
This new committee 
should publicise the 
game more next year. 
Spend more on adver- 
ising and publicity. 


Build up the player 


The idea of this planning committee is good but 
I don’t like the selection of all club men. After all, 
it’s these men who have slowly seen the game here 
dwindie to what it is today. 

Why not bring in two or three independant men 
with new ideas? What have the Federation got to 
lose by doing this? Nothing. In fact they have 
everything to gain. 

And while we are on the subject of promotion 
this new committee should seriously consider 
making it law for ALL State League clubs next 
year to field a minimum of THREE Australian-born 
players. 

Yes, it would take a lot of courage for the 
Federation to order this. It would weaken some 
clubs to start but believe me it would be the 
ay step in winning Aussies to the round-ball 
code, 

The committeemen mean business and what's 
more they’re giving up their valuable time (and 
time means money to most of them because they 
are businessmen) to lift the code. 

They are looking into the V.S.F. and are working 
on a complete re-organisation of the body. They 
will also plan for the 1967 National League and 
the part Victoria will play in it. 

They'll meet once 4 fortnight and I’m sure ali 
fans will wish them luck with intelligent planning 
tor the future. 

WHEN it comes to bard work there can be 
few to beat Ian McAndrew, the Australian 
Soccer Federation secretary. 

T’ve just had a couple of days with him in 
Sydney and was amazed at his capacity. In his 
office in King Street he works like a human dynamo 
and nothing is too much trouble for him. 

His counterpart in Melbourne, Gerald Edger, 
also is a hard-working official. I can’t help think- 
ing the two Federations are fortunate to have such 
men looking after their affairs. 


ACCORDING to the “South African Footballer”
